Driver  jumped  on  running 
board  in  effort  to  grasp  the  emergency  brake.  Car 
rolled  oyer  into  a  creek  crushing  driver. 

(s)  Two  (2)  others  killed  when  cars  coasted  backward  on  a 
narrow  hill  and  off  road.

WOMEN  DRIVERS  INVOLVED  IN  FATAL  ACCIDENTS. 

1.  Woman  driver  swerved,  hit  narrow  bridge  and  plunged  off 
road,  killed  her  mother. 

2.  Woman  driver  struck  a  buggy  and  plunged  over  embankment, 
killed  her  husband. 

3.  Woman  driver  failed  to  see  buggy  on  highway  and  was 
killed. 

4.  Woman  driver  lost  control  of  car  on  icy  and  slippery 
highway 

5.  Woman  driver  killed,  -  cause  blowout. 

6.  Woman  driver  killed,  cause  -  defective  rear  tire. 

7.  Woman  driver  killed  man  in  gasoline  service  station. 
Reported  that  auto,  driven  by  woman  was  proceeding 
slowly  across  the  service  station  yard  when  deceased 
walked  in  front  of  it.
